1 . Upon reconsideration, it was determined that a further restriction 
requirement was required in this application. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

1. Claims 1-18, drawn to a first battery, classified in class 429, subclass 219. 

II. Claims 19-30, drawn to a second battery, classified in class 429, subclass 
218.1. 

III. Claims 31-39, drawn to a third battery, classified in class 429, subclass 
188. 

IV. Claims 40-45, drawn to a fourth battery, classified in class 429, subclass 
218.1. 

V. Claims 46-52, drawn to a fifth battery, classified in class 429, subclass 3. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: Group I requires a specific current capacity when discharged to a particular 
pulse discharge voltage when specifically pulsed at specific intervals at a particular 
current density, which features are not part of any of Groups ll-V. Group V sets forth a 
pulse voltage of a battery at a pulse current density when discharged to 2.6V, which 
limitations are not part of Groups ll-IV. Group II sets forth an average internal electrical 
resistance at a particular current density, which features do not form part of Groups III 
or IV. Finally, Group III recites a battery with a specific current capability, which 
limitation is not part of the Group IV battery. 
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3. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons 
given above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not 
required because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
